FT HIS is a noble modern edifice, 
'|8 firuated oppoſite to the Banguer- 
ing- oe which we have jult deſcribed, 
It confifts of a centre and two wings, 
and has an agreeable air of ſolidity. lt 
receives its name from the Hor/e Guargs, 
who do duty, two at a time, here, while 
the King is at St, Yames's'; they are con- 


ſtantly mounted, and completely armed,

and ſtand under two ſtone porches, 
little detached from the building, which 
Was erected to ſhelter them from the 
weather. This building is calculated 
for the uſe of the Foot, as well as the 
Horſe, on duty.
